Nixon's Remarks, 
Congress Debate 
Will Be Discussed 
AUGUSTA, Ga. UP)—Pres- 


ident Eisenhower and Secre- 
tary of State Dulles confer 
h,ere today on American ef- 
forts to bolster Indochina 
against the Reds and save the 
rest of Southeast Asia from 
Communist aggression. 


The President sent his private 


plane. The Columbine, to Washing- 
ton for Dulles, who will .give a 
first-hand report-on his London and 
Paris negotiations last week to 
work out a Pacific defense alliance. 


Dulles planned to lunch with the 


President at his Easier holiday 
headquarters at the Augusta Na- 
tional Golf Club then fly back to 
Washington in the late afternoon. 


Congress Controversy 


One aspect of the Eisenhower- 


Dulles conference may be the con 
iroversy touched off in Congress 
by Vice President Nixon's state 
ment Friday,- in reply to a hypothe- 
tical q u e s t i o n , that American 
.roops might have to be sent into 
IndochMa if the French withdraw: 
Nixon prefaced his answer, how- 
ver, by saying he doesn't think 
the French will pull out. 


The vice president spoke at a 


meeting of the American Society of 
Newspaper Editors and stipulated 
at the time that his remarks were 
not to be attributed to him.

leaked out.

Both the French and British 


have shown reluctance, however, 
o take any definite steps in that 
direction in advance of the Geneva 
conference opening April 26. Dul-

California Senator Wants 
UN Action on Indochina 


WASHINGTON Iff)—Sen. Kuchcl (R-Calif) proposed today that Amer- 


ica seek United Nations action and avoid any single-lmndcd military 
attempt to save Indochina. 


Amid a growing controversy over 


Vice President Nixon's statement 
that this country might send troops 
to Indochina as a last resort, Kuch- 
el said, "I don't believe we can put 
fires out all over the world single- 
handedly." 


"We ought to take the case be- 


fore the United Nations and ask 
for united action there," he said in 
an interview. 


Signed rtedge 


"The 16 nations that signed the 


Korean truce," he said, "pledged 
themselves to a joint effort to pre- 
vent aggression and our allies 
should be called upon for help." 


Nixon told the American Society 


of Newspaper Editors last Friday 
he t h o u g h t French withdrawal 
from Indochina unlikely, but that 
if that happened and other means 
failed the United States might have 
to send troops. France so far has 
opposed submitting the Indochina 
matter to the United Nations. 


Although Nixon'* statement In- 


dicated to many in congress that 
the administration Is resolved to 
hold Indochina even at the cost of 
going it nlone. State department 
officials instead tfcat the basic pol- 


icy is one of "united action" such 
as Secretary of State Dulles called 
for in a March 29 speech. 


Asked Assurances 


Despite this, there are reports 


that the administration asked for 
but did not receive assurances 
from Demo9ratic as well as Re- 
publican leaders that if the worst 
comes to the worst they would 
back single-handed intervention in 
Indochina. 


Democrats were said to have 


backed away from giving in ad- 
vance what some of them called 
a blank check for presidential ac- 
tion. 


Sen. Knowland of California, the 


GOP floor leader, said in a week- 
end interview he is confident the 
President will ask prior approval 
by the lawmakers if it becomes 
advisable to use any American 
combat units In Indochina—includ- 
ing air and sea task forces. 


Rep, Judd (R-MInn), a member 


of the house foreign affairs com- 
mittee, said Elsenhower had as- 
sured his group that congress 
would be consulted.

Hollyday was the first witness 


at an inquiry by the Senate Bank- 
ing Committee Into reports of mul- 
ti-million dollar swindles in the 
government's housing program. 


When the committee convened, 


its first act was a unanimou* vote 
to issue a subpoena to 
compel 


Clyde L. Powell, former assistant 
FHA commissioner in charge of 
rental housing, to testify at its in- 
quiry. 


Want* Subpoena 


Chairman Capchart (R-lnd) an- 


nounced that Powell had notified 
him, 25 minutes before, that h« 
would "prefer not to appear with- 
out a subpoena." 


Powell resigned his FHA post 


on April' 5, effective as of April 
16. The resignation was accepted 
but one week later the disclosures 
of profiteering and "fleecing" of 
home owners cam* to Hgill. 


Housing and Home Finance Ad- 


ministrator Albert M. Cole prompt- 
ly ordered that acceptance of the 
resignation be rescinded. This was 
done over Powell's vehement pro- 
test. 


Alleged Windfall* 


The questioning of Powell was 


expected 
to center on alleged 


"windfalls" which went to promot- 
ers of apartment houses prior to 
1950. when liberal FHA mortgage 
insurance was granted to encour- 
age the building of large, multi- 
family apartments for "middle in- 
come" tenants. 


In 251 cases. Cole has said. the 


FHA appraisal was so much higher 
lian the actual cost of construction 
hat the promoters were able to 
oocket sums totaling 75 million dol- 
ars.

But there are a 
nillion known persons, and per- 
haps another million unknown, who 
can't eat ice cream because they 
suffer from diabetes and must be 
caieful of their carbohydrate in- 
.ake. In 1940 diabetes ranked ninth 
as a cause of death in the United 
States. 


Research on the frozen dessert 


with artificial sweetener is being 
done by Samuel Lombard, gradu- 
ate student from South Africa, and 
P. H. Tracy, head of dairy techno- 
logy work. 


They have developed a product 


that looks and tastes like ice 
cream, but that is completely dif- 
ferent in its effects on the body. 
Both diabetics and dietetics can 
eat it without worry of putting on 
weight or eating too much sugar. 
This will be the first low-calory 
ice cream substitute that will fit 
into the diets of both groups.

In Lightning Shift 
Of Political Forces 


CAIRO, • Egypt (3> — Lt. Col. 


Gamal Abdel Nasser once more 
was Egypt's boss today, in title 
as well as in (act, and Ma] Gen. 
Mohamed Naguib was relegated to 
a figurehead presidency. 


In the latest lightning shift in 


picture, the young army officers 
the turbulent Egyptian 
political 


of the ruling revolutionary council 
early Sunday switched the pre- 
miership and military governor- 
ship from Naguib to Nasser. 


The 53-year-old Naguib, who re- 


cently lost out in his fight to re- 
establish parliamentary 
rule 
in 


Egypt, swore in a new Cabinet. 
The first lormal session, lasting 
less. than an hour, was held Sun 
day night under Nasser. He re- 
portedly outlined general policy. 
Naguib did not attend. 


Gives Up Post 


A decree by Naguib also relin- 


quished to Nasser the military 
governorship set up by the martial 
law clamped on Egypt after the 
1952 Cairo fire riots. 


The 35-year-old lieutenant colonel 


first took over as 
government 


chief seven weeks ago when the 
revolutionary council deposed Na- 
guib, charging him with dictatorial 
designs. That time segments of the 
army threatened revolt, and Na- 
guib was hastily reinstated, first 
as president and a week later as 
premier and chairman of the revo- 
lutionary council also. 


Nasser now appears firmly en- 


trenched. He has held behind-the- 
scenes power in Egypt ever since 
he engineered the 1952 army re- 
bellion against ex-King Farouk. 


The latest changeover with Nas- 


ser and Naguib conferring, laugh- 
Ing and joking, was carried off 
smoothly and without any disturb- 


' ance. 


Cites 111 Health 


Nasser announced that his older 


rival had stepped down because of 
111 health and a "desire to devote 
his full time to the post of pres< 
ident." 


From the Suez Canal zone came 


reports of new violence between 
Britons and Egyptians. A British 
army spokesman said a guard on 
an army truck was killed in a 
holdup at Port Said. Three Egyp 
tians stole the truck and kidnaped 
the driver. He returned about mid- 
night with a minor neck injury. 


Also at Port Said, a British sen- 


try in the customs zone fired on 
an Egyptian worker trying to steal 
from a barge, the spokesman said. 
Later a body, believed to be that 
of the thief, was found floating in 
the water.

Probe Answers Lie Deep in 


Oppenheimer's Motives 


While Dr. J. Robert Oppenheimer is being gauged as a 


security risk by a special panel, we perhaps ought to get 
clear on what sort of man it is whose life is now, for the third 
' or fourth time, under the investigating microscope. 
It has been emphasised that he was for long years to- 


tally uneducated politically. But we should look also at the 
- converse of that fact. He was and is one of this country's 
: most brilliant scientists. 
' 
, . . . . » 
Some of his colleagues, the top physicists in America, 


say flatly that Oppenheimer more than any other single man 


•• is responsible for the substantial lead this country enjoys 


over Russia in atomic weapons. 


Men like Dr. Hans Bethe, president of the American 


- Physical Society, declare that without Oppenheimer's genius 
" we might never have had an atomic bomb at all. 


Therefore, if we do really possess any national security 


because of our stockpile of nuclear weapons, we may very 
well owe it to Oppenheimer more than to anyone else. What 
curious iron there is, then, in the fact that this man should 
be under suspicion as a possible peril to our security. 


He is not, of course, charged with spying, with passing 


information to the Soviet Union. He is not, indeed, charged 
' with any clear and unmistakable acts of subversion. 


The most severe accusation lodged against him for the 


period of the late thirties and early forties, when he, was ad- 
mittedly consorting with Communists, is that he contributed 
, generously to their coffers. 
. 


• 
During the time he headed the Los Alamos atomic lab- 


oratory in World War II, it is charged Oppenheimer delib- 
erately hired Communists to work on the project. If proved, 
• this charge might be one evidence of a wish to subvert or 
spy, or at least blink at such activities. 


But Oppenheimer denies it flatly, and it has never been 


substantiated. No other accusation covering this period is 
of this order. 
All these charges, all Oppenheimer's history through 


1 the war, have been examined and dismissed as of insufficient 


weight by Lt.-Gen. Leslie Groves, wartime head of the atomic 
bomb project. .They have also been dismissed by eminent fel- 


' low scientists like Vannevar Bush and James B. Conant, and 
x the present boss of the Atomic Energy Commission, "Rear 
H Adm. Lewis Strauss. 
\ 
• • • 


Since all this is old and has been gone over again and 


• again, the real heart of the present investigation is the accu- 
. sation that he tried to delay or halt the making of the hy- 


drogen bomb. 


', 
Oppenheimer denies he sought in any way to interfere 
\ with H-bomb work, once former President Truman deter- 
( mined to start it. This matter surely is subject to proof one 
; way or another. 


Whether the objections he offered before the president's 


decision were the normal protests of a doubting scientist or 
the subtle verbal sabotage of a subversive is what the secr- 


' ity panel must decide. 
1 
The matter is delicate. No clean sign exists that Oppen- 


•' heimer was speaking, in effect, for a foreign power. Were 
~ the panel to equate mere protest with subversion, it would 
v have to stigmatize many other scientists, statesmen and law- 
I makers who also argued against the H-bomb. 


The real answer lies deep in Oppenheimer's motivations, 
\ and these the panel somehow must probe.

NEW YORK-A report by the FBI to the late Maj.-Gen. George. 


V. Strong, chief of intelligence, in 1943, informed Strong that Colonel 
Ivan Yeaton, our military attache in Moscow, flatly expressed suspi. 
cions that another American army officer of high rank was givinf 
secret military information to the Soviets. J. Edgar Hoover's letter 
transmitting the report to General Strong, said the FBI's Jnvestiga- 
tion of "conditions involving" the officer accused v ^ 
by Yeaton was made by the FBI at the written re- 
quest of General George C. Marshall, chief of staff. 


As far as the public knows, no court of inquiry 


or other such body of the army ever made the 
slightest effort to ascertain whether the charges 
which Colonel Yeaton and other officers made 
against this American army officer were true. Con- 
gress never got a look at the report, a copy of 
which came into my possession by legitimate pro- 
cess. The officer in question was promoted to a 
higher grade and allowed to retire with honor to 
live oh his pension for the rest of his days. 


Colonel Yeaton was hauled home from Russia and punished for 


his temerity in "opposing a White House pet. He served a year of 
absolute ostracism and uselessness at a desk .in the Pentagon. Up 
to the time of his encounter with the officer who was the subject of 
the report, Colonel Yeaton had been regarded by professional army 
colleagues of objective mind as a first class authority on Russia as 
well as a high grade military man. For that matter, he still is. And 
of course, there never was the slightest doubt of his patriotism. He 
has now retired with the final rank of colonel even though he was 
called back from his first retirement for a year of duty in the United 
States in connection with the Korean War. By contrast. Telford Tay- 
lar. a mere lawyer in the new deal bureaucracy with no military 
background, Elliott Roosevelt, a mere salesman and hustler, but the 
son of the Mahatma, and many others no better qualified, reached 
the rank of brigadier.

refused to avow absolute loyalty. 


Admiral William H. Standley, 


the American ambassador in Rus- 
sia at the time of the FBI's in- 
quiry, was reported to have said 
that the officer under observation 
had caused an intolerable situa- 
tion. Standley said "It is essential 
that either he be made ambassa- 
dor and I be recalled or that he be 
recalled." 


The report to Marshall attributed 


to this officer conduct which would 
have been irregular to say the best 
of it, inasmuch as he is reported 


to have left posts of duty in the 
United States 
and travelled to 


Washington to call on Roosevelt at 
the White House, seeking assign- 
ment to Russia. Correct procedure 
would have required him to await 
orders and, in any case, to present 
himself to his superiors at 'th« 
Pentagon first. 


Admiral Standley is quoted in 


the report as having told the offi- 
cer that he was not fit to wear the 
uniform he had on and that he 
was "just about" a traitor. Stand- 
ley, himself, however, after a lapst 
of years, was unable to recall 'that 
he had gone that far in this angry 
scene. He did say however that h* 
regarded the officer as "pro-Rus- 
sian." He would not go so far as to . 
call him a Communist. 


The lend-lcase administration in 


Russia was handled in emotional 
terms. General Deane was one of 
the few Americans in lend-lease 
who soon and consistently there- 
after complained of fantastic waste 
of American treasure on an in- 
grate nation which always was 
hostile to the United States. He re- 
peatedly told Marshall of this hos- 
tility and was ignored. The lend- 
lease officers and the enlisted com- 
plement got enormous allowances 
on top of their pay. Bad blood 
therefore grew between the lend- 
lease group on one hand and the 
attaches and military observers 
and their enlisted people on the 
other. 


Here was a case in which an 


American officer was named to th* 
chief of staff and the chief of in- 
telligence in a report by the FBI 
which impugned his loyalty to the 
United States. The pretext that the 
FBI, by itself alone, is a sufficient 
investigating agency and that con- 
gressional 
investigations, 
there* 


fore, are useless and mere devices 
to make publicity for. ambitious 
members, is shown to be false in 
this case. The FBI made its report 
on specific request of the chief of 
staff and that was the end Of that.

Hagerty told newsmen:

President will say that misconcep- 
tions of the aims and aspirations 
of America as well afe those of 
other free nations, reported and 
circulated here and abroad, often 
cause needless misunderstandings 
and fnctions between the govern- 
ments and the peoples of the free 
world." 
, 


Some recent misunderstandings 


might have been avoided if mem- 
bers of Eisenhower's official fam- 
ily had (A) compared notes before 
they talked on the administration's 
foreign policy and (B) talked in 
language clear enough to be un- 
mistakable. 


Caused Confusion 


Eisenhower himself, Dulles and 


Vice President Nixon in the past 
few months have made statements 
which caused confusion and re- 
quired later clarification. Some, of 
the statements even appealed con- 
tradictory. 


Nixon, in a nationwide TV and 


radio broadcast March 13, talked 
of the administration's "new look" 
in meeting Communist aggression 
abroad and said: 


"We decided we would not fall 


into . . . traps. And so we adopted 
a new plan . . . rather than;let the 
Communists nibble us to death all 
over the world in little wars, we 
would icply in the future primarily 
on our massive, mobile, retaliatory 
power which we could use at our 
own discretion against the major 
sources of aggression at times and 
places that we can choose." 


On April 16, Nixon spoke to the 


American Society of Newspaper 
Editors and in answer to a question 
said: The United States might have 
to send troops into Indochina if 
the French quit fighting the Com- 
munist-led Vietminh there. 


At Variance 


This seemed to be saying the 


United States might get involved 
in the very kind of little war which 
might "nibble us to death" against 
which Nixon cautioned a month be- 
fore. 


On March 19, six days after 


Nixon's speech, Dulles was ques- 
tioned three hours by the senate's 
foreign relations committee. Did 
this "instant" and "massive" re- 
taliation mean atom-b o m b i n g 
China or Russia for a Communist 
attack anywhere? 


Not necessarily, Dulles said. He

congress.

March 17 Eisenhower tried to ex- 
plain what he meant the first time 
by saying that if this country was 
attacked he wouldn't have to wait 
for congress.

cle medicine? Well, frankly, it is 
called—Let's face it— "Exercise" 


"I knew it . . I knew it." says 


the average man, settling back 
grumpily into 
his easy 
chair. 


"Just a trick. Exercise is for 
children. But I don't need it. Ev- 
en the thought of exercise bores 
me." 


-But it isn't a trick. 
A panel of 24 medical scientists 


here last week concluded that per- 
haps 
20th 
century 
medicine, 


nwamped by new magic cures, 
had been overlooking the value of 
exercise in the prevention of some 
diseases and the treatment of oth- 
ers. 


Take coronary heart disease for 


example. It and cancer are prob- 
ably the two diseases the average 
man fears. 


Dr. Ernst Simonson of the Uni- 


verisity of Minnesota told the panel 
of the "protective effect" of exer- 
cise against coronary he'art dis- 
ease. He said a study of 2,500,000 
British workers sho\v*>d that those 
who did heavy 
work, such 
as 


mining and farming, had a far 
lower death rate from this ailment 
than those who did jobs requiring 
little physical effort.

Military Assistance Group, seem 
wholly agreed it is impossible to 
separate the political and psycho- 
logical from the military aspects 
of the Indochina war. Yet little 
has been done by the French and 
Vietnamese. 


In free Viet Nam there is no 


cohensive force, no bandwagon, no 
ideal, no leader who can capture 
the imagination of a whole people. 
Nor has there been any adequate 
counter-propaganda to Ho's prom- 
ises.

delusion. From all I could gather 
in Indochina, the most popular 
thing Bao Dai ever did was abdi- 
cate the throne of Annam in late 
1945 and join Ho's cabinet as an 
adviser. 


Bao Dai has almost no connec- 


tion with the people. A peasant in 
a rice field knows nothing about 
him. 
Intellectuals of the country 


dislike and even despise him. His 
following is limiled to a most nar- 
row group. He has never been per- 
mitted in the past to be anything 
but a puppet of the French, never 
permitted to be a real leader of 
his country. 


On the contrary, to many Vietna- 


mese, Ho is a patriotic leader. 
Only a few know anything about 
the fact that Ho belongs to Mos- 
cow. Some people drifting back 
from areas under Vietminh control 
have spread seeds of disillusion- 
ment about Ho. But for the most 
part, the peasant reaction is one of 
hope that all foreigners will go 
home. 


Range of Feeling 


In Viet Nam, the reaction to the 


war against Ho ranges from apa- 
thy to outright hostility. Vietna- 
mese young men are not happy 
about being drafted into the army. 
Many dodge the draft, or buy tlicir 
way out. or flee to parts unknown 
when the draft is near. 


The French say they hope by 


1955 to develop a Vietnamese army 
which can take over national de- 
fense. There is even some French 
hope that by next fall the Vietna- 
mese can take over large areas 
in the Red river delta of Tonkin 
and elsewhere, p e r m i t t i n g Ihe 
French lo launch an all-oul offen- 
sive against Ho. The prospects, 
however, seem dim. 


In the opinion of experienced 


American military observers, the 
Vietnamese army 
will 
not 
be 


ready. They say it will be three 
years—maybe five—before the Viet 
Nam army as an effective fighting 
force can shoulder responsibility 
for the defense of its own nation. 


Small, Important 


Viet Nam, one of the three asso- 


ciated states of Indochina, has an 
importance today vastly out of pro- 
portion to its size. In area—127,000 
square miles—it is the size of 
Kansas and Pennsylvania com- 
bined. It has 22 million people, or 
as many as New York and Illinois 
together. This is not very big in 
sprawling Asia, but the whole con- 
tinent is watching anxiously. 


If Viet Nam should fall—even if 


part of Viet Nam should be turned 
over to Ho and his Communists- 
other Asians will be sure they see 
the handwriting on the wall. They 
could be expected to try slavaging 
whal they could from what they 
would regard as an unstemmable 
tide of communism. Western in- 
fluence and prestige would suffer 
and communism's drive through 
Asia would be considerably cased. 


"Over a Barrel" 


"We are over a barrel at Gene- 


va," a high-ranking American told 
me in Indochina. "If there is an 
armistice, the political side goes 
into action. Ho Chi Minh has the 
only organized, disciplined force in 
Viet Nam. If this means a coalition 
government is in the offing, the 
Communists surely will win out in 
the long run. The only thing we 
can do at Geneva is not budge an 
inch." 


But this war is being fought just 


as much in Paris ns in Viet Nam, 
just as much in the French na- 
tional assembly as on the jungle 
battlefield. Soviet propognnda guns 


e aimed at metropolitan France, 


playing on it« irritation with the 
costly conflict in southeast Asia. 
And in the long run, they "any in 
Saigon, Pans will decide whether 
the Indochina war is won or lost.

Petrochemical Business 
Suffering Growing Pains

SAN FRANCISCO Hfi-One of the 


nation's leading growth industries 
is suffering a little from growing 
pains. 


Petrochemicals—the family of 


products once looked upon as mere 
by-products of oil refining—has 
shot up since the war to produce 
such widely accepted products as 
synthetic fibers for clothing, de- 
tergents for cleansing, synthetic 
rubber for tires, a host of plastics, 
fertilizers and ingredients used in 
medicine and food processing. 


Facing Fact* 


Today the industry is suddenly 


face to face with such facts of life 
as over-capacity here and there, 
keen competition, price queasiness 
and even the hard-sell. 


But industry leaders say it's 


merely a matter of getting their 
second wind; the industry is funda- 
mentally healthy; 
and 
leading 


companies continue their expan- 
sion plans. They insist that neither 
product possibilities nor market 
potentials have begun to bef ex- 
hausted yet. 


The very lushness of the petro- 


chemical growth since the war at- 
tracted a rush of companies into 
the field and may have caused 
temporary over-expansion in some 
products. Some 60 oil companies 
and 80 chemical companies are 
making one or more petrochemical 
products derived from petroleum 
and natural gas. Rubber compa- 
nies have jumped in, and now 
nearly a 'third of their sales are 


accounted for by their chemical 
subsidiaries. 


It's Normal 


"Capacity slightly above demand 


is normal in American business— 
or was before the abnormal post- 
war boom years." points out an 
official of the Oronite Chemical 
Co., subsidiary of the 
Standard 


Oil Co. of California. 


About half of Oronite's business 


is supplying the cleansing indus- 
try with key materials used in 
making household and industrial 
detergents, a demand that con- 
tinues to expand, company spokes- 
men say. 


It also produces one of the basic 


chemicals used in the manufacture 
of the polyster fiber marketed by 
Du Pont under the trade nama 
Dacron. 


The petrochemical industry has 


made great strides along the coast 
of the Gulf of Mexico. It has been, 
a prime factor in the postwar in- 
dustrialization of the area.
